Decontrol of rents in Sierra Madre was practically assured 
this week. 

The City Council adopted a resolution at its Tuesday meeting 
which recommended that rents be decontrolled because "there 
no longer exist conditions" which require them. 

Nearly a hundred persons, 
most of them supporters of the 
measure, were crowded into the 
Council chambers when the 
resolution was epproved on mo¬ 
tion of Councilman William A. 

Kinney. 

This recommendation will be 
submitted t o Governor Earl 
Warren, and if it is approved 
by his office, the petition will 
be forwarded to Housing Ex¬ 
pediter Tighe Woods at Wash¬ 
ington, D. C. This last is a 
formality, and upon notice of 
certification rents will be au¬ 
tomatically decontrolled here. 

Because Gove r n o r Warren 
has acted favorably on decon¬ 
trol petitions of such nearby 
cities as Monrovia, Covina, 

South Pasadena and Pasadena, 

It was believed that his ap¬ 
proval would be a mere for¬ 
mality and would be granted 
immediately. 

"I believe thot the require¬ 
ments set down by the gover¬ 
nor hove been met," Council¬ 
man Herman Barter said In 
voting for the measure. 

Councilman Henry Nuetzel 
said that he would pass (not 
vote on the measure but go 
along with the majority) be¬ 
cause he had not been present 
at either of the two public 
hearings on the matter. His 
vote, however, was automatic¬ 
ally recorded as "yes” along 
with those of the other coun- 
cilmen. Couicilman Henry

Racing’s Dollars Go to College 


Dollars that S.inta .Anita and other California racetracks pay in taxes 
should be well educated. Millions of them have gone to college—and 
to a great many other places. Racing’s dollars, accrued in the form of 
direct taxes paid the State, help support the University of California 
Agricultural School at Davis, the California Polytechnic College at San 
Luis Obispo, the latter’s citrus branch at San Dimas, and other State 
colleges. 

Racing’s dollars also support State, District and County agricultural 
fairs which have played a large part in making California the first agri¬ 
cultural State of the nation, citrus fruit fairs, wildlife restoration, the 
Poultry Improvement Commission, State Employees’ Retirement System, 
State Relief Administration and the State CJeneral Fund. 

A report for the fiscal year of 1948-49 shows that 37.22% of Santa 
Am’ta's dollars was paid in taxes to the State of California. Another 
10.6% went for city, county and Federal taxes. Thus 47.82% of the 
total revenue realized by Santa Anita wa* absorbed in taxes. 

'The expense of operating one of the world’s great racetracks 
accounted for another 41.64%. Charity benefited from 3.07% of rac¬ 
ing’s dollars. 2.61% of racing revenue was retained for the expansion 
of Santa Anita’s plant and facilities. Another 5.40% was paid in cash 
dividends to stockholders, who are more than 90% residents of California. 

A very large percentage of eveiy racing dollar is returned to Cali¬ 
fornia citizens for the support of such worthy causes as their fairs, 
their educational institutions, their relief system and their conservation 
programs.
